ACCUSED SENTENCED. 


The two menconvicted of being 
in unlawful possession of arms 
aboard the President McKinley 
came before the Chief Justice, at 
the Criminal Sessions, this morn- 
ing for sentence. 

In the course of his remarks, 
his Lordship told the accused that 
they were probably quite indiffer- 
ent as to the purpose for which 
these arms were to be used, either 
here orin China This country is 
not to be made the dumping 
ground for arms, secretly and 
illegally “imported,” his “Lord- 
ship proceeded. “But for the 
timely intervention of the police 
your action’ might have been 
attended with murder and bload- 
shed.” His Lordship went on 
to say that. when they possessed 
themselves of the arms they 
were probably not aware of the 
recent law which kad made the 
offence a very grave one or he 
would have passed a, much 
more Severa sentence.
